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Group m. Claim 20, drawn to mefliod of preventing glare by covering the 
sink classified in class 156, subclass 60. 
In response, the AppUcant piovisionally elects Claims 8-19 of Group n and authorizes 
the cancellation of claims 1-7 and 20, with traverse. 

Applicant rcspectfixlly submits that the similarities between the claimed inventions ace 
such that searching for prior ait in relation to the entire appUcation would not be a serious burden 
on the Examiner. MPEP §803. Moreover, the Examiner is reminded that if this restriction 
requirement is maintained, it will have the effect of an admission on behalf of the Patent Office 
that (1) the Group I claims arc patentable over the disclosure of the inventions of Groups n and 
m; (2) the Group H claims are patentable over the disclosure of the inventions of Groups 1 and 
ffl; and (3) the Group EI claims are patentable over the disclosuie of the inventions of Groups I 
and n. These positions are necessary for entry of the restriction requirement by the Patent Ofllce 
and may be reUed upon by AppUcants during examination of this and any divisional or 
continuation appUcation. MPEP §§ 802.01; 802.02; 803; 803.01; 806; 806.040i); 806.05(f). 
Accordingly, AppUcant respectfiilly submits ftiat the restriction requirement should be 
withdrawn because the similarities of the claimed invention ate such that the burden on the 
Examiner to search the prior art for the entire appUcation is minimal. MPEP §803. 

In the event the Examiner determines to continue the restriction requirement, the 
Applicant requests that the Examiner provide the reasoning that the claims for Group n and 
Group m are distinct The March 21. 2005 Office Action does not provide any reasoning in this 
regard.
